Help the Police. 


The superintendent of police yi a large city in which there 


have been many robberies and-burglaries of late, crimes alto- 
gether too frequent in all large; cities at all times, asks-the 
people to help the officers iri^reyenting these crimes and tells 
how they can do so. He urges ;women to keep the.windows 
securely fastened, to hide their valuables in more oul-or-ine- 
way places than bureau drawers, not to leave notes at tne 
house stating that they are out+and will not be home till a cei- 
'tainitime, not to wear.costly jewelry while on shopping loins, 
to carry-their handbags under their arms, and in various other 
ways to lessen the temptation and opportunities presented o 
robbers by the carelessness* of most women with reference to 
the practices mentioned. 
The superintendent also cautions 


men not to exhibit large sums of money, lo keep their sales 
locked, to keep lights in their places of business alter closing, 
etc. 
He says if all would observe these simple precautions 


jobberies and burglaries would be much less frequent, and pi 
course he is right. What he recommends is in line with p am 
common sense. It ought not to be necessary to call the atten- 
tion of any one to the desirability of .suchiprecautions as he 
mentions,,but, unfortunately,there are too'many who never 
sense dancer till it is too late, and then they depend upon the 
police to undo the results of their own carelessness, to restore 


, their property and put the criminals behind the bars. 


Assisting the ppljce in the ways mentioned is all right so far 


as it goes, but it is possible to assist them even more sub- 
stantially in other ways. 
If all were ready to tell what they 


know of'evil doing in their communities, to testify willingly 
in court oi-to help an officer in a struggle against odds, the 
work of the police would be less difficult and more effective. 
The police would also be greatly aided by sterner action on the 
part of the courts in many cases. 
It is small cncouragcmen 


to police officers when convicted men that they have worked 
hard to feiret oudand apprehend are turned loose by the courts 
on probation or sentenced to pay fines or serve terms ridicu- 
lously small.

practically every city is well done. 
If that of the legal ma- 


chinery were as thoroughly done it would afiord the greatest 
encouragement to the police forces that it is possible to imag-

tilings are.

respaded,, something'which,at.times it is difficult for them to 
do under present conditions;-- /'.>:- :
